Copenhagen, Nov. 20.—Reports from 


several sources in Germany bear out 
the assumption that, taking advantage 
of the situation inTftRssia, the German 
government is making heavy transfers 
of troops from tbe Russian fronts. 
Only part of them appear to be going 
to Italy where the front is too narrow 
to permit tbe use of great masses, 
and a blow >y Von Hindenburg at 
some other point, in the way of a di- 
version, may, perhaps, be expected. 


Some troops are reported to have 


been moved to tbe western front, but 
this is not necessarily significant. 


German newspapers discuss with 


suspicions frankness the prospect of 
an offensive on the Salontki front, but 
have never a word to say about the 
obvious chance of a smashng blew at 
Roumania in an effort to end the re- 
sistance of that nation.

ASSOCIATION LIKELY 


X to Be Made That Magnates 


Will Not Suffer Again. 


From Kansas City conies the story 


thnt the American association will play 
a 154-snme schedule In 1018 as usual, 
but tho players' salaries will be cut 
so that the magnates will not have an- 
othrr disastrous year financially, such 
as they have just-passed through. 


Fur many years in the American as- 


sociation the top price paid a ball play- 
er wns $1,800. Today the top price is 
nbnut S2,fiOO. a raise of $700 for five 
months' work. The average price paid 
a fow years nso was $1,600, while the 
nverase price today is about $2.~00, 
meaning an average increase of $400, 
There are about 140 players in the 
leasrue, meaning an increase of $30,000 
fn players' salaries per year. 


The magnates believe if they can 


out salaries to an average of $1,600,
